Decep tiv e inv o ices seeking p ay ment 
fo r adv ertising in ap p arently fictitio u s 
bu siness directo ries hav e been sent to 
at least three lo cal to o l and die co m­ 
p anies, The Herald has learned. 
The false billings ap p arently are 
p art o f a gro wing natio nwide scheme 
being p ro bed by at least 10 states and 
two federal agencies. 
The 
directo ry 
scheme 
ty p ically 
starts with a telep ho ne inq u iry abo u t 
the lo cal co mp any ’s bu siness. The call 
is fo llo wed by a mailed inv o ice in­ 
dicating that adv ertising sp ace has 
been p u rchased u nder ap p ro v al o f a 
co mp any emp lo y e. 
TTie lo cal co mp anies say they hav e 
nev er au tho rized the ad p u rchases no r 
hav e they seen co p ies o f the ads o r 
directo ries said to be p u blished. 
NONE OF THE lo cal co mp anies 
hav e p aid the inv o ices, bu t federal au ­ 


tho rities say the p ho ny so licitatio ns 
net u p to $20 millio n annu ally fro m 
u nsu sp ecting bu sinesses natio nwide. 
At least 16 firms, mo st o f them 
based in Califo rnia, are engaging 
jo intly o r indep endently in the mail 
so licitatio n schemes. All are u nder in­ 
v estigatio n by the U.S. Ju stice Dep t., 
the U.S. Po stal Insp ecto r’s Office and 
the ju stice dep artments o f ^0 states. 
Fo u r o ther co mp anies also inv o lv ed 
in the schemes hav e either v o lu ntarily 
clo sed after learning o f the federal in­ 
q u iry o r hav e been clo sed thro u gh 
federal p ro secu tio ns fo r mail frau d, 
au tho rities hav e said. 
One su ch firm, o p erating fro m a 
“mail dro p ’’ fro nt in Philadelp hia, so ­ 
licited a false $189 p ay ment fro m an 
Elk Gro v e Village co mp any in Ap ril 
sho rtly befo re terminating its o p er­ 
atio n in the midst o f an inv estigatio n 
by federal and Pennsy lv ania Dep t, o f 


J u s t i c e au tho rities, acco rding to 
so u rces. 
Firms in Des Plaines and Wheeling 
also hav e receiv ed decep tiv e inv o ices 
seeking p ay ments as high as $434. 
FEDERAL INVESTIGATORS are 
p ro bing the o p eratio ns to determine 
if the co mp anies are in fact p u blish­ 
ing directo ries — so me are no t, au ­ 
tho rities say — and to determine 
whether v io latio ns o f federal mail 
frau d statu tes can be p ro v en. 
Co nv ictio n o f mail frau d carries p e- 
naties o f u p to fiv e y ears in jail, u p to 
$1,000 in fine o r bo th fo r each o ffense. 
Decep tiv e so licitatio n o f bu siness 
adv ertising is no t a new p ractice, bu t 
au tho rities hav e heightened effo rts to 
co mbat the o p eratio ns in the wake o f 
increasing rep o rts within the last 12 
mo nths o f frau du lent so licitatio ns. 
Tho se effo rts inclu de the fo rmatio n 
o f a sp ecial task fo rce within the U.S. 


Po stal Insp ecto r’s Office in Lo s An­ 
geles to co o rdinate the inv estigatio ns, 
au tho rities said. State ju stice dep art­ 
ments in Califo rnia, Pennsy lv ania, 
Ohio , Io wa, Kansas, Misso u ri, Mary ­ 
land, Tex as, New Yo rk and Arizo na 
also are inv o lv ed in the p ro be. 
Targets o f the schemes lo cally hav e 
been small to o l and die firms in Chi­ 
cago and the west and No rthwest su b­ 
u rbs. At least 40 incidents hav e been 
rep o rted fro m lo cal co mp anies to the 
To o l and Die Institu te in Park Ridge, 
a trade asso ciatio n with 1,050 mem­ 
bers in the sev en-co u nty Chicago met­ 
ro p o litan area. 
They inclu de: 
• A $189 inv o ice billed Ap ril 26 to 
an Elk Gro v e Village co mp any seek­ 
ing p ay ment fo r a q u arter-p age ad 
fro m the Co ntinental Bu siness and Fi­ 
nancial Directo ry , Philadelp hia. 'The 
inv o ice was marked “ap p ro v ed” by 


the co mp any ’s general manager, who 
said he nev er au tho rized the p u r­ 
chase. 
Bo b Nicho las, an agent with the 
Pennsy lv ania Dep t, o f Ju stice, to ld 
The Herald the Co ntinental co mp any 
o p erated o nly a “mail dro p ” and an­ 
swering serv ice at the Philadelp hia 
address as a fro nt fo r a p arent co m­ 
p any with o ffices in San Francisco 
and Lo s Angeles. 
The Philadelp hia o ffice terminated 
its o p eratio n earlier this y ear, Nich­ 
o las said. 
He added that his dep artment has 
“a significant file” o n the Co ntinental 
Bu siness co mp any and that info rma­ 
tio n gathered by his o ffice is being 
sent to the p o stal insp ecto r’s o ffice in 
Lo s Angeles. 
• A $434.50 inv o ice billed Ju ne 4 to 
a Chicago co mp any o wned by Paid M. 
Heinze o f Arlingto n Heights. The bill 


fro m the Ex ecu tiv e Directo ry o f Bu si­ 
ness & Indu stry , Lo s Angeles, so u ght 
p ay ment fo r a hal-p age ad and in­ 
clu ded a $39.50 charge “fo r setu p and 
lay o u t.” 
The inv o ice was marked as being 
au tho rized by a co mp any secretary , 
bu t Heinze said no su ch ap p ro v al was 
giv en. 
There is no telep ho ne o r address 
listing fo r the Ex ecu tiv e Directo ry 
co mp any in Lo s Angeles. 
• A $200 inv o ice billed Oct. 10 to 
Heinze’s bu siness fro m ano ther Cali­ 
fo rnia firm, Glo bal Marketing Ser­ 
v ices, Inc., fo r a q u arter-p age ad, also 
marked as being ap p ro v ed by a secre­ 
tary . 
Heinze said his firm nev er o rdered 
an ad fro m the co mp any . 
Glo bal o wner Bu rt Ro berts denied 
his co mp any sends o u t inv o ices with-

district dev elo p ment p ro grams. 
PALMATIER SAID he has no t in­ 
v estigated the co st o f dev elo p ing the 
site as a regio nal p ark. He said he 
co u ld no t co mment o n the accu racy o f 
the p ark district’s dev elo p ment co st 
estimate. 
A p ark district p ro p o sal to p u rchase

the landfill p ro p erty was rejected ear­ 
lier by the co mmittee. The 23 acres,

3 area companies target of fraud scheme

Deceptive invoices seeking payment 
for advertising in apparently fictitious 
business directories have been sent to 
at least three local tool and die com­ 
panies, The Herald has learned. 
The false billings apparently are 
part of a growing nationwide scheme 
being probed by at least IO states and 
two federal agencies. 
The 
directory 
scheme 
typically 
starts with a telephone inquiry about 
the local company’s business. The call 
is followed by a mailed invoice in­ 
dicating that advertising space has 
been purchased under approval of a 
company employe. 
The local companies say they have 
never authorized the ad purchases nor 
have they seen copies of the ads or 
directories said to be published. 
NONE OF THE local companies 
have paid the invoices, but federal au­ 


thorities say the phony solicitations 
net up to $20 million annually from 
unsuspecting businesses nationwide. 
At least 16 firms, most of them 
based in California, are engaging 
jointly or independently in the mail 
solicitation schemes. All are under in­ 
vestigation by the U.S. Justice Dept., 
the U.S. Postal Inspector’s Office and 
the justice departments of 
states. 
Foul' other companies also involved 
in the schemes have either voluntarily 
closed after learning of the federal in­ 
quiry or have been closed through 
federal prosecutions for mail fraud, 
authorities have said. 
One such firm, operating from a 
“mail drop*’ front in Philadelphia, so­ 
licited a false $189 payment from an 
Elk Grove Village company in April 
shortly before terminating its oper­ 
ation in the midst of an investigation 
by federal and Pennsylvania Dept, of 


J u s t i c e authorities, according to 
sources. 
Firms in Des Plaines and Wheeling 
also have received deceptive invoices 
seeking payments as high as $434. 
FEDERAL INVESTIGATORS are 
probing the operations to determine 
if the companies are in fact publish­ 
ing directories — some are not, au­ 
thorities say — and to determine 
whether violations of federal mail 
fraud statutes can be proven. 
Conviction of mail fraud carries pe­ 
nates of up to five years in jail, up to 
$1,000 in fine or both for each offense. 
Deceptive solicitation of business 
advertising is not a new practice, but 
authorities have heightened efforts to 
combat the operations in the wake of 
increasing reports within the last 12 
months of fraudulent solicitations. 
Those efforts include the formation 
of a special task force within the U.S. 


Postal Inspector’s Office in Los An­ 
geles to coordinate the investigations, 
authorities said. State justice depart­ 
ments in California, Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Iowa, Kansas, Missouri, Mary­ 
land, Texas, New York and Arizona 
also are involved in the probe. 
Targets of the schemes locally have 
been small tool and die firms in Chi­ 
cago and the west and Northwest sub­ 
urbs. At least 40 incidents have been 
reported from local companies to the 
Tool and Die Institute in Park Ridge, 
a trade association with 1,050 mem­ 
bers in the seven-county Chicago met­ 
ropolitan area. 
They include: 
• A $189 invoice billed April 26 to 
an Elk Grove Village company seek­ 
ing payment for a quarter-page ad 
from the Continental Business and Fi­ 
nancial Directory, Philadelphia. The 
invoice was marked “approved” by 


the company’s general manager, who 
said he never authorized the pur­ 
chase. 
Bob Nicholas, an agent with the 
Pennsylvania Dept, of Justice, told 
The Herald the Continental company 
operated only a “mail drop” and an­ 
swering service at the Philadelphia 
address as a front for a parent com­ 
pany with offices in San Francisco 
and Los Angeles. 
The Philadelphia office terminated 
its operation earlier this year, Nich­ 
olas said. 
He added that his department has 
“a significant file” on the Continental 
Business company and that informa­ 
tion gathered by his office is being 
sent to the postal inspector’s office in 
Los Angeles. 
• A $434.50 invoice billed June 4 to 
a Chicago company owned by Paul M. 
Heinze of Arlington Heights. The bill 


from the Executive Directory of Busi­ 
ness & Industry, Los Angeles, sought 
payment for a hal-page ad and in­ 
cluded a $39.50 charge “for setup and 
layout.” 
The invoice was marked as being 
authorized by a company secretary, 
but Heinze said no such approval was 
given. 
There is no telephone or address 
listing for the Executive 
Directory 
company in Los Angeles. 
• A $200 invoice billed Oct. IO to 
Heinze’s business from another Cali­ 
fornia firm, Global Marketing Ser­ 
vices, Inc., for a quarter-page ad, also 
marked as being approved by a secre­ 
tary. 
Heinze said his firm never ordered 
an ad from the company. 
Global owner Burt Roberts denied 
his company sends out invoices with-

shooting because there is insufficient 
land available for three ski slopes 
and a shooting range.

A park district proposal to purchase 
23 privately owned acres adjacent to 
the landfill property was rejected ear­ 
lier by the committee. The 23 acres, 
along the Buffalo Creek flood plain, is 
owned by Kenroy, Inc. 
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The Arlington Heights Memorial Li­ 
brary will begin taking registration 
Sept. 15 for the fall-winter children’s 
program that will include story hours, 
puppeteering and creative writing.

Good old, and we do mean 15 years 
old, Maxwell G. tried his best in a 
race last week at Arlington Park 
Race Track, but he just couldn’t man­ 
age it. Max was eating dust from ware 
to wire over the 1-1/16 mile course. 
The big gelding is still racing at an 
age when most horses are just a 
memory to be dredged up about the 
fourth beer when somebody says, 
“Say, do you remember?’* 
Max would be ready for a gold 


watch if he were as faithful a human 
employe as he is a race horse. His 
age is equal to about 60 years in hu- 
can reckoning. 


BUT THE PEOPLE who put down 
$5,849 on Max to run in the money 
Tuesday were not thinking about a 


gold watch for him; they were think­ 
ing about his 47 past wins — and he 
didn’t win a race until he reached his 
fourth birthday. 


The 1-1/16 mile course begins in

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Pilot of secret MIG wants U.S. asylum 


TOYKO (U P I) — A Soviet pilot from Siberia Monday 
flew a MIG25, one of the world’s most advanced air­ 
craft, through Japan’s radar screen to a provincial Ja ­ 
panese airport where he hopped out of the cockpit, fi­ 
red a pistol into the air and asked for asylum in the 
United States. 
“ I wanted freedom,” he told investigators. ‘‘Restric­ 
tions are heavy (in the Soviet Union).” 
Police said they first suspected the Russian may have 
asked for asylum because he was afraid to go home. 
The pilot at first told investigators he brought the Mach- 
3 MIG25 down at a civil airport at Hakodate, 500 miles 
north of Tokyo, because he ran out of fuel. 
‘‘I’m a lieutenant in the Soviet air force,” the pilot 
told an interpreter. ‘‘I want to go to the United States. 
The plane is a MIGG5. Please cover it up and take good 
care of it.” 
Sbcty policemen were sent to guard the plane, which 
is capable of speeds beyond 1,850 miles per hour and set 
an altitude record of nearly 119,000 feet. 
The Soviets reportedly have demanded return of the 
plane, which would be considered an intelligence prize 
in the West, but Japan put off a decision on what to do. 
.An administration source in Washington smiled and 
said, ‘‘I imagine we will look it over,” but a State 
Department spokesman said disposition of the jet was 
“ a Japanese problem.” 
The MIG25, known in NATO by the codename Foxbat, 
landed at 1:57 a.m. (1:57 a.m. CDT) without warning by 
radio. The unexpected arrival created near panic and 


shattered the relative calm at the small airport on Ja ­ 
pan’s northernmost main island. 
The plane’s approach was detected by radar and two 
fighters scrambled to meet it. But the Japanese pilots 
lost the Soviet jet on their radar and it landed unchal­ 
lenged. 
The MIG overshot the 2,2(X)-foot runway with a roar 
and crashed into two radar antennas. As firetrucks 
raced toward the plane, the pilot emerged and fired a 
pistol into the air, but he did not resist capture. 
A Japanese dispatch from Moscow quoted an official 
report from the Japanese foreign ministry as saying 
Japan had rejected for the time being Soviet demands 
for the return of the plane and an interview with the 
pilot by Soviet embassy personnel. 
The same report quoted the Foreign Ministry as say­ 
ing the pilot identified himself as Vivtor Ivanovich Va- 
lenkov, 29, a lieutenant in the Soviet Air Force. 
In Washington, the State Department said, “ We can 
confirm the Soviet pilot has requested asylum with the 
United States. We are in contact with the government of 
Japan and the matter is under consideration.” 
Police reported the Soviet flier said he took off from 
a base in Siberia. 
“ He says he wants to defect, but he’s been unable to 
give us any reasons,” a police spokesman at Hakodate 
told Japanese newsmen. 
In 1973, former Air Force Secretary Robert C. Sea­ 
mans rated the MIG-25 “ probably the best interceptor 
in production in the world today.”

Dole said the $2,(X)0 check “ is a matter of total 
mystery.”

Douglas suffered a 
fractured hip and underwent an operation, a spokesman for Wal­ 
ter Reed Army Hospital said Monday. Douglas, who will be 78 Oct. 
16, was admitted to the hospital Sunday night and rested “ comfort­ 
ably” before being operated on by a team of Army doctors Mon­ 
day, “ to repair the fracture,” he said.

United Rubber Workers and the B. F. Goodrich Co. Monday 
reached tentative agreement on a new three-year contract, setting 
the stage for an end to the longest URW strike in the tire in­ 
dustry’s history. The company was the. last of the nation’s Big 
Four rubber producers to settle \\ith the union.

U. s. help called to probe school bomb 


Police called in federal authorities Monday to help investigate 
an early morning bomb blast which caused extensive damage to a 
high school gymnasium. The explosion came a few hours after 
police in the Jefferson County suburbs outside Louisville used tear 
gas to disperse groups of protesters who became unruly following 
an orderly demonstration of more than 1,000 persons opposed to 
court-ordered busing. The explosion at Louisville Male High School 
ripped holes in the ceiling and floor of the gym lobby, broke 
windows, damaged ticket counters and walls and scattered debris 
on a nearby street and inside the gym.

Amin never paid 
a cent for the Israeli-made Commodore 1121 plane, which cost 
$850,000 when it was delivered to him in 1971 and sells for about $1 
million now. “ I am sending this airplane just to show to you that I 
believe in peace and I want peace in the Middle East,” Amin said 
in an interview with the Israeli radio’s English-language service. 
“ I am not a thief and I am not a terrorist.”

U.N., N. Korea 
OK Panmunjom 
separation plan 


SEOUL, South Korea (U PI) - The 
United Nations Command and North 
Korea agreed Monday to separate 
their security forces along the border 
at the Panmunjom truce village 
where Communist guards hacked to 
death two American officers on a 
tree-pruning mission last month. 
The U. S. State Department said the 
agreement represented an acknowl­ 
edgment by North Korea of its re­ 
sponsibility to insure the safety of 
military personnel in the neutral zone. 
South Korea welcomed the agree­ 
ment but warned any future North 
Korean provocation will be met with 
firm, joint reaction fro i Seoul and 
Washington. 
The agreement ostensibly ended the 
crisis arising from the Aug. 18 slaying 
of two American officers by ax- 
wielding North Korean soldiers.

Lebanon swept by renewed 
fighting on four warfronts 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (U P I) - Re­ 
newed fighting swept four warfronts 
in Lebanon Monday and resistance to 
Syrian occupation of the country’s 
eastern half burst into the open with a 
general strike in the ancient city of 
Baalbek. 
Rightist and leftist guerrillas, dug 
in along a 25-mile battle line in the 
rugged mountains northeast of Beirut, 
pounded each other with mortars, ar­ 
tillery and missiles for a third con­ 
secutive day. 
The bitter mountain battle, which 
both sides for weeks had warned was 
coming, toudied off brushfire style 
fighting in Beirut, its southern sub­ 
urbs, and hot spots in north and south 
Lebanon.

A League spokesman did not specify 
whether firing came from the Chris­ 
tian or Moslem side of Beirut, but in 
the past all such attacks have been 
carried out by the Christians. 


On the new, fourth warfront in 
south Lebanon, Palestinian guerrillas 
and Syrian advance patrols skir­ 
mished around Jezzine in the hilly no­ 
man’s land 14 miles inland from the 
strategic leftist-held port of Sidon. A 
leftist radio broadcast also reported 
exchanges of fire between Christian 
and Moslem villages near the Israeli 
border.

Viets release names of 12 Yank MI As

In Washington, White House press 
secretary Ron Nessen said “ we are 
encouraged” by the Hanoi action but 
added the United States had no plans 
to normalize relations with Vietnam

Nessen said Hanoi had agreed to re­ 
lease all 1,100 names, and “ we don’t 
have any plans of normalizing rela­ 
tions until we receive all the names.”

Pilot of secret MIG wants U.S. asylum 


TOYKO (UPI) — A Soviet pilot from Siberia Monday 
flew a MIG25, one of the world’s most advanced air­ 
craft, through Japan’s radar screen to a provincial Ja ­ 
panese airport where he hopped out of the cockpit, fi­ 
red a pistol into the air and asked for asylum in the 
United States. 
“ I wanted freedom,” he told investigators. “ Restric­ 
tions are heavy (in the Soviet Union).” 
Police said they first suspected the Russian may have 
asked for asylum because he was afraid to go home. 
The pilot at first told investigators he brought the Mach- 
3 MIG25 down at a civil airport at Hakodate, 500 miles 
north of Tokyo, because he ran out of fuel. 
“ I'm a lieutenant in the Soviet air force,” the pilot 
told an interpreter. “ I want to go to the United States. 
The plane is a MIGI25. Please cover it up and take good 
care of it.” 
Sixty policemen were sent to guard the plane, which 
is capable of speeds beyond 1.850 miles per hour and set 
an altitude record of nearly 119,000 feet. 
The Soviets reportedly have demanded return of the 
plane, which would be considered an intelligence prize 
in the West, but Japan put off a decision on what to do. 
An administration source in Washington smiled and 
said, “ I imagine we will look it over,” but a State 
Department spokesman said disposition of the jet was 
“ a Japanese problem.” 
The MIG25, known in NATO by the codename Foxbat, 
landed at 1:57 a.m. (1:57 a.m. CDT) without warning by 
radio. The unexpected arrival created near panic and 


shattered the relative calm at the small airport on Ja ­ 
pan’s northernmost main island. 
The plane’s approach was detected by radar and two 
fighters scrambled to meet it. But the Japanese pilots 
lost the Soviet jet on their radar and it landed unchal­ 
lenged. 
The MIG overshot the 2,200-foot runway with a roar 
and crashed into two radar antennas. As firetrucks 
raced toward the plane, the pilot emerged and fired a 
pistol into the air, but he did not resist capture. 
A Japanese dispatch from Moscow quoted an official 
report from the Japanese foreign ministry as saying 
Japan had rejected for the time being Soviet demands 
for the return of the plane and an interview with the 
pilot by Soviet embassy personnel. 
The same report quoted the Foreign Ministry as say­ 
ing the pilot identified himself as Vivtor Ivanovich Va- 
lenkov, 29, a lieutenant in the Soviet Air Force. 
In Washington, the State Department said, “ We can 
confirm the Soviet pilot has requested asylum with the 
United States. We are in contact with the government of 
Japan and the matter is under consideration.” 
Police reported the Soviet flier said he took off from 
a base in Siberia. 
“ He says he wants to defect, but he’s been unable to 
give us any reasons,” a police spokesman at Hakodate 
told Japanese newsmen.

Federal law prohibits mailing solic­ 
itations in the forms of invoices or bil­ 
lings unless they display prominently 
a notice that the mailed item is a so­ 
licitation, “not a bill, invoice or state­ 
ment of account due.” 


The solicitation also must carry a 
statement that the recipient is under 
no obligation to make any payment if 
the solicitation is not accepted. 


Thomas DePinto, executive vice 
president of the Tool and Die In­ 
stitute, said the deceptive solicitations 
sent to local companies do not comply 
with federal mail laws. In some cases 
the invoices even include statements 
offering “discounts” for prompt pay­ 
ment or instructions to “please re­ 
mit” the amount listed, he said. 


“Some of these things are com­ 
pounded by the fact that some of 
these companies have the audacity to 
call two weeks after the invoice is 
sent and say that payment is late,” he 
added.

TH E HIG HLIG HT OF each day at the aquarium is 
the show at the Dolphin Stadium. Several times daily 
seals and dolphins are put through their paces by train­ 
ers. The climax of the show is a 20-foot leap from a pool 
by a dolphin to snare a morsel from an attendant. 
Admission to the Seafloor Aquarium is $2.50 for adults 
and $1.25 for children. 
Running a close second in popularity to Nassau is 
Freeport on the island of Grand Bahama. The “ New 
Riviera,” as its developers tag it, the resort complex 
has beaches, a magnificent floral park, London double- 
decker buses, five 18-hole golf courses and more than 50 
tennis courts. 
But the biggest lure in Freeport is E l Casino, one of 
the plushest and most attractive gambling emporiums 
in the world. The 24-hour gaming place, located in the 
heart of Freeport, is one of the largest casinos in the 
western hemisphere. 
E L CASINO IS A European style operation like Monte 
Carlo — quieter and more sedate than Las Vegas. Men 
are required to wear jackets after 7 p.m. and women 
show off long dresses and gowns. All 139 dealers, 85 
inspectors and supervisors, and IO shift bosses are at­ 
tired in tuxedos. 


Like a sultan’s palace out of the Arabian Nights, E l 
Casino's exterior is dominated by towering minarets 
and a much-photographed domed entrance. The Moor­ 
ish atmosphere is repeated inside as harem girls mean­ 
der past croupiers on the main floor. A three-ton crystal 
chandelier, made in Italy for the Sheik of Kuwait, has 
been suspended over the foyer. 
Eight roulette wheels, IO crap tables, 42 blackjack 
tables and 385 slot machines are located under a deep 


DAYS PASS LAZILY in the O ui Islands of the Ba­ 


hamas — a striking contrast to the fast-paced at- 


blue ceiling flecked with gold and illuminated with 
more than 2,000 recessed pin spotlights. Covering the 
floor is a carpet styled in a reproduction of an ancient 
Persian rug. The rug, woven in sections in England, 
Italy and Germany, was assembled in an airplane 
hangar in England and shipped in 15 bales, each weigh­ 
ing more than a ton. 
The casino’s Kasbah Celebrity Room is known in 
Freeport for its entertainment, a nightly Las Vegas 
styled extravaganza. There’s gourmet dining in the E l 
Morocco and The Oasis dining rooms. 
Adjacent to E l Casino is International Bazaar, a 10- 
acre “ world’s fair” of shopping and dining. 
ALONG A D IF F E R E N T line, Freeport also is home 
of the Rand Memorial Nature Center, featuring IOO 
acres of unspoiled natural pine forest that take the vis­ 
itor back to the days before huge resort developments 
transformed some of the landscape. It contains 200 spe­ 
cies of birds, 400 native plants, and a 2,000 foot nature 
trail winding through the forest. The center offers 
guided nature walks each day except Monday and Tues­ 


day. 
A visit to Paradise Island is sure to include a tour of 
the medieval French cloister — a sanctuary which is 
said to have been built around the 12th Century by 
monks of the Augustinian Order. The cloister, located rn 
France, was dismantled and later reconstructed on 
Paradise Island by an antique restoration expert. 
The Gothic cloister is accented by a striking land­ 
scape with terraces containing some of the world s 
prized art pieces such as a 12th century statue of Her­ 
cules, Mephistopheles and Faust done in white marble, 
a bronze sculpture of Venus and Cupid, and a marble 
statue of Josephine, wife of Napoleon. The descent on 
the southern side features an ancient Greek gazebo.

nightclubs, casino gambling and sightseeing. 


When tourists think of the Bahamas one of the fea­ 
tures easily overlooked is the appeal of the remote out 
islands. Stretching from the southeast coast of Florida 
down almost 500 miles through the Tropic of Cancer to 
Hispaniola, the Bahamas are a lacy string of islets, 
atolls and cays, unspoiled and retaining a gracious 
West Indian “ Countryside” culture. 
TH E ABACOS IN TH E northwest, first settled by 
Loyalist refugees fleeing from the American War of 
Independence, contain the hardy, seafaring villages of 
Hope Town, New Plymouth, Man o’ War Cay and Green 
Turtle Cay which are rich in reminiscences of New 
England. 
Bimini, closest to Florida, is the sports fishing capital 
of the world where more than 50 world records have 
been set. Ernest Hemingway once made his home there 
in the sleepy settlement of Alice Town. 
Eleuthera, the site of the first permanent settlement 
in the Bahamas founded in 1647, is now an island for 
golf, tennis and water sports in a slightly secluded 
country-club atmosphere. 
Andros, the largest in the Bahama chain, Is rustic 
and offers some of the best scuba diving and fishing 
along the world’s third largest barrier reef. 
San Salvador, where Columbus discovered the New' 
World in 1492, contains the ruins of Loyalist plantations 
and the remains of Arawak Indian campsites. 
The more remote islands like Inagua and Mayaguana 
are for those who don’t mind roughing it a bit and 
missing an active night life. Great Inagua, a biologists 
paradise, has one of the last remaining flocks of West 
Indian Flamingos in its vast interior marshland. 
Further information on the Bahamas is available 
from travel agents.

TOKYO — (NEA) — After mo re 
than six mo nths o f headlines and 
miles o f co lumns in the J apanese 
press, the Lo ckheed pay o ff scandal 
has at last wo und do wn. While it last­ 
ed, it o ffered o bserv ers a unique 
glimpse into the aweso me gearbo x o f 
a mo ney -churning machine called J a­ 
pan Inco rpo rated, a co nspiracy o f 
elite businessmen, go v ernment bu­ 
reaucrats and po liticians o n the take. 
These men hav e been running J apa­ 
nese so ciety fo r mo re than 100 y ears, 
keeping it the mo st feudal mo dem 
eco no my o n Earth. To them, Lo ck­ 
heed’s pay o ffs were no thing special at 
all, ex cept fo r the fact that the names 
o f the recipients were listed in U.S. 
Senate testimo ny , thus making them 
slightly mo re difficult to hide fro m 
the J apanese man in the street. 
Mo re than a sco re o f po litical and 
business bigwigs in J apan are no w be­ 
hind bars, including airline co mpany 
ex ecutiv es, trading-firm bo sses and 
their co ho rts in the budget o ffice and 
transpo rt ministry . But o n a lo ng v iew 
the Lo ckheed case has do ne little to 
clean up J apan. Rather it’s do ne the 
o ppo site; a few hay wire upstarts hav e 
been eliminated, the machinery o f J a­ 
pan, Inc., has been greased and po l­ 
ished, the batteries recharegd fo r an­ 
o ther decade o r so o f silent and de­ 
pendable o perati(m (hairing y et an­ 
o ther Senate pro be). 
Du rin g th e climactic d ay s o f late 
Ju ly an d early Au g u st, wh en fo rmer 
p rime min isters an d cab in et memb ers 
were b ein g carted o ff to jail in th e 
d awn h o u rs, th e ex citemen t was al­ 
mo st to o mu ch to b ear. A n eig h b o rin g 
b o u Mfwifa g ath ered h er ch ild ren in 
fro n t o f tiie TV to watch ev en ts sh e 
was certain wo u ld b e reco rd ed h isto ry 


by the time they were in junio r high 
— fo rmer prime minister Kakuei Tan­ 
aka, the mo st po pular J apanese po liti­ 
cal leader since the wartime hey day 
o f Hideki To jo , was being charged 
with an actual crime — so mething the 
Americans didn’t dare do with their 
disgraced President. This was surely 
demo cracy in actio n. 
A banker acquaintance, ho wev er, 
who caught the same sho w, po inted 
o ut that the prize carp in Tanaka’s 
po nd in To ky o are wo rth twice as 
much as he is said to hav e receiv ed 
fro m Lo ckheed — sev eral millio n do l­ 
lars. In fact, the pay o ff represents a 
mere 5 per cent o f the fo rmer prime 
minister’s net wo rth. So when he 
claimed he didn’t kno w where the 
mo ney went, he was pro bably telling 
the truth. 
He receiv ed far mo re mo ney fro m 
the co nstructio n gang bo sses he had 
helped back in his ho me to wn in 
no rthern J apan, and fro m the ex po rt­ 
ers who se deals required special per­ 
missio n fro m him when he was fi­ 
nance minister. 
In the lo wer ho use o f the J apanese 
parliament, the Diet, Tanaka co m­ 
manded 94 (o ut o f 395) o f the mem­ 
bers by financing their po litical ca­ 
reers. 
“ Tanaka was go o d to us. He lo o ked 
after o ur needs,” o ne o f his men an­ 
no unced sadly the day his bo ss was 
lo cked up. “ He was co rrupt. J apanese 
po liticians are co rrupt,” he admitted, 
“ but he didn’t get as much mo ney as 
preceding prime ministers go t fro m 
shady arrangements with Taiwà n, 
So uth Ko rea, Philippines and In- 
dcmesia.” 
In d eed , co mip tio n is so ramp an t in 
th e ru lin g p arty th at it’s th e sy stem 
rath er th an th e ex cep tio n . Fo r ex - 


ample, J apan impo rts nearly all its 
petro leum fro m the Middle East, and 
it all trav els by ship thro ugh the nar­ 
ro w Malacca Straits, a waterway co n­ 
tro lled jo intly by Indo nesia and Ma­ 
lay sia, 
J apanese petro leum 
co m­ 
panies pay po litical fees to tho se go v ­ 
ernments, and so me o f the mo ney is 
inev itably kicked back to J apaiwse o f­ 
ficials. 
One right wing J apanese business­ 
man who had been an A-class War 
Crimes suspect in 1945, co ntro ls J a­ 
pan’s relatio ns with tho se co untries 
and allegedly distributes the kick­ 
backs. He earned (legally ) $170 mil­ 
lio n last y ear, all tax free because it 
was paid into his 30-o dd no n-pro fit 
charitable co rpo ratio ns. 
I met him no t lo ng ago , in his o ffice 
in do wnto wn To ky o . He to ld me he 
didn’t care much fo r Tanaka. Rather 
he preferred the man who seems des­ 
tined to succeed him, Takeo Fukuda, 
a man who kno ws ho w to o bey o rders. 
The lesso n that J apanese po liticians 
are drawing fro m the Lo ckheed case

Japan, Inc. unchanged by scandal

TOKYO — (NEA) — After more 
than six months of headlines and 
miles of columns in the Japanese 
press, the Lockheed payoff scandal 
has at last wound down. While it last­ 
ed, it offered observers a unique 
glimpse into the awesome gearbox of 
a money-churning machine called Ja­ 
pan Incorporated, a conspiracy of 
elite businessmen, government bu­ 
reaucrats and politicians on the take. 
These men have been running Japa­ 
nese society for more than IOO years, 
keeping it the most feudal modern 
economy on Earth. To them, Lock­ 
heed’s payoffs were nothing special at 
all, except for the fact that the names 
of the recipients were listed in U.S. 
Senate testimony, thus making them 
slightly more difficult to hide from 
the Japanese man in the street. 
More than a score of political and 
business bigwigs in Japan are now be­ 
hind bars, including airline company 
executives, trading-firm bosses and 
their cohorts in the budget office and 
transport ministry. But on a long view 
the Lockheed case has done little to 
clean up Japan. Rather it’s done the 
opposite; a few haywire upstarts have 
been eliminated, the machinery of Ja­ 
pan, Inc., has been greased and pol­ 
ished, the batteries recharegd for an­ 
other decade or so of silent and de­ 
pendable operation (barring yet an­ 
other Senate probe). 
During the climactic days of late 
July and early August, when former 
prime ministers and cabinet members 
were being carted off to jail in the 
dawn hours, the excitement was al­ 
most too much to bear. A neighboring 
housewife gathered her children in 
front of the TV to watch events she 
was certain would be recorded history 


by the time they were in junior high 
— former prime minister Kakuei Tan­ 
aka, the most popular Japanese politi­ 
cal leader since the wartime heyday 
of Hideki To jo, was being charged 
with an actual crime — something the 
Americans didn’t dare do with their 
disgraced President. This was surely 
democracy in action. 
A banker acquaintance, however, 
who caught the same show, pointed 
out that the prize carp in Tanaka’s 
pond in Tokyo are worth twice as 
much as he is said to have received 
from Lockheed — several million dol­ 
lars. In fact, the payoff represents a 
mere 5 per cent of the former prime 
minister’s net worth. So when he 
claimed he didn’t know where the 
money went, he was probably telling 
the truth. 
He received far more money from 
the construction gang bosses he had 
helped back in his home town in 
northern Japan, and from the export­ 
ers whose deals required special per­ 
mission from him when he was fi­ 
nance minister. 
In the lower house of the Japanese 
parliament, the Diet, Tanaka com­ 
manded 94 (out of 395) of the mem­ 
bers by financing their political ca­ 
reers. 
“Tanaka was good to us. He looked 
after our needs,” one of his men an­ 
nounced sadly the day his boss was 
locked up. “He was corrupt. Japanese 
politicians are corrupt,” he admitted, 
“but be didn’t get as much money as 
preceding prime ministers got from 
shady arrangements with Taiwan, 
South Korea, Philippines and In­ 
donesia.” 
Indeed, corruption is so rampant in 
the ruling party that ifs the system 
rather than the exception. For ex­ 


ample, Japan imports nearly all its 
petroleum from the Middle East, and 
it all travels by ship through the nar­ 
row Malacca Straits, a waterway con­ 
trolled jointly by Indonesia and Ma­ 
laysia. 
Japanese 
petroleum 
com­ 
panies pay political fees to those gov­ 
ernments, and some of the money is 
inevitably kicked back to Japanese of­ 
ficials. 
One right wing Japanese business­ 
man who had been an A-ciass War 
Crimes suspect in 1945, controls Ja­ 
pan’s relations with those countries 
and allegedly distributes the kick­ 
backs. He earned (legally) $170 mil­ 
lion last year, all tax free because it 
was paid into his 30-odd non-profit 
charitable corporations. 
I met him not long ago, in his office 
in downtown Tokyo. He told me he 
didn’t care much for Tanaka. Rather 
he preferred the man who seems des­ 
tined to succeed him, Takeo Fukuda, 
a man who knows how to obey orders. 
The lesson that Japanese politicians 
are drawing from the Lockheed case 
is quite narrow: Be careful about tak­ 
ing bribes from Lockheed in the fu­ 
ture, or from other American corpo­ 
rations that might spill the informa­ 
tion to the Securities and Exchange 
Commission the first time their books 
are examined. 
The payoffs from Japanese com­ 
panies are more dependable, and 
from Asian dictators who need Japa­ 
nese help to survive. 
Even America’s best friend among 
Japanese politicians is in trouble over 
his shady dealings. Former prime 
minister Nobusuke Rishi, who has 
l o n g headed the America-Japan 
Chamber of Commerce here, is under 
a cloud of suspicion for having re­ 
ceived money from Lockheed back in 
1959. 


It was reported that a Japanese

The outlook, then, is for more of the 
same — more money, more dirty 
deals, more unfair treatment of the 
public, more catering to the big power 
interests who have made Japan a pol­ 
luted and disagreeable place to live 
for the average person. Lockheed has 
hurt American interests perceptibly 
but in the long run it will be forgotten, 
and business as usual will remain the 
philosophy.

NEW YORK (U P I) — Single women 
are beginning to exercise their eco­ 
nomic clout in the home buying mar­ 
ket. 
In 1974, only one out of every 35 
mortgage loan applicants was a single 
woman. The gap closed to one out of 
every 25 applicants in 1975, the same 
year the federal government passed 
laws prohibiting credit discrimination 
on the basis of sex or m arital status. 
This year the ratio of single women 
applying for mortgages is expected to 
narrow to one out of every 16 appli­ 
cants, according to Jack Goss, presi­ 
dent and chief executive officer of In­ 
vestors Mortgage Insurance Co. 
in 
Boston, a private Mortgage insurer. 
“ Projections for the remainder of 
this decade point to one out of every 
10 home buyer applicants being a 
single female,” says Goss. 
This sudden upsurge in mortgage 
applications by the single woman — 
prim arily in the 35-and-under cate­ 
gory — reflects an average gain of 9 
to 11 per cent in personal income for 
the 1974-76 period, the decision to ac­ 
tively pursue a career and her grow­ 
ing awareness of the tax advantage in 
owning a home, according to a nation­ 
wide study conducted by IM IC. 
“ The single woman’s earning power 
today,” says Goss, “ as well as her 
increased interest in home ownership 
has made her as acceptable a mort­ 
gage loan candidate as is her male 
counterpart.” 
But, in fact, the Federal Equal 
Credit Opportunity Act of 1975 re­ 
quired mortgage lenders to guarantee 
single women the same access to 
mortgages as men with sim ilar in­ 
come and credit history. 
“ Many single women applying for 
home mortgages were either turned 
down outright or asked to provide a 
larger down payment, agree to a 
shorter loan term with higher monthly 
payments or find a male cosigner to 
guarantee the loan,” says “ Women:

The pamphlet points oirt the single 
woman always found it easier to ob­ 
tain smaller amounts of credit than a 
married woman before credit dis­ 
crimination was eliminated. But when 
the single woman applied for a mort­ 
gage, some lenders labored under the 
misconception she could not shoulder 
the financial responsibility of owning 
a home. 
Today, single women — 66 per cent 
of whom are college educated — are 
paying an average of $37,000 for a 
home, compared with $35,000 in 1975 
and $28,500 in 1970, the IM IC study 
showed. 
“ For the year 1974-1975, the income 
growth and employment stability pat­ 
terns of these single women were 
equal to those exhibited by the com­ 
parable male-headed one-earner fami­ 
lies,” IM IC said. 


The company’s single-women sales 
projections for 1977 indicate 65 per 
cent wiU buy condominium town- 
houses or apartments and 35 per cent 
single-family detached units. 
Although single women appear to 
prefer new residences to existing 
pr<^ )erties, almost 70 per cent ques­ 
tioned by IM IC said they would under­ 
take a renovation job if the house met 
their personal and budgetary require­ 
ments.

Credit no longer 
hinders women 
in buying homes

NEW YORK (UPI) - Single women 
are beginning to exercise their eco­ 
nomic clout in the home buying mar­ 
ket. 
In 1974, only one out of every 35 
mortgage loan applicants was a single 
woman. The gap closed to one out of 
every 25 applicants in 1975, the same 
year the federal government passed 
laws prohibiting credit discrimination 
on the basis of sex or marital status. 
This year the ratio of single women 
applying for mortgages is expected to 
narrow to one out of every 16 appli­ 
cants, according to Jack Goss, presi­ 
dent and chief executive officer of In­ 
vestors Mortgage Insurance Co. in 
Boston, a private Mortgage insurer. 
“Projections for the remainder of 
this decade point to one out of every 
IO home buyer applicants being a 
single female,” says Goss. 
This sudden upsurge in mortgage 
applications by the single woman — 
primarily in the 35-and-under cate­ 
gory — reflects an average gain of 9 
to ll per cent in personal income for 
the 1974-76 period, the decision to ac­ 
tively pursue a career and her grow­ 
ing awareness of the tax advantage in 
owning a home, according to a nation­ 
wide study conducted by IMIC. 
“The single woman’s earning power 
today,” says Goss, “as well as her 
increased interest in home ownership 
has made her as acceptable a mort­ 
gage loan candidate as is her male 
counterpart.” 
But, in fact, the Federal Equal 
Credit Opportunity Act of 1975 re­ 
quired mortgage lenders to guarantee 
single women the same access to 
mortgages as men with similar in­ 
come and credit history. 
“Many single women applying for 
home mortgages were either turned 
down outright or asked to provide a 
larger down payment, agree to a 
shorter loan term with higher monthly 
payments or find a male cosigner to 
guarantee the loan,” says “Women: 
Where Credit is Due,” a pamphlet 
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prepared by the Maryland Commis­ 
sion for Women and the Commerical 
Credit Corp. 
The pamphlet points out the single 
woman always found it easier to ob­ 
tain smaller amounts of credit than a 
married woman before credit dis­ 
crimination was eliminated. But when 
the single woman applied for a mort­ 
gage, some lenders labored under the 
misconception she could not shoulder 
the financial responsibility of owning 
a home. 
Today, single women — 66 per cent 
of whom are college educated — are 
paying an average of $37,000 for a 
home, compared with $35,000 in 1975 
and $28,500 in 1970, the IMIC study 
showed. 
“For the year 1974-1975, the income 
growth and employment stability pat­ 
terns of these single women were 
equal to those exhibited by the com­ 
parable male-headed one-earner fami­ 
lies,” IMIC said. 


The company’s single-women sales 
projections for 1977 indicate 65 per 
cent will buy condominium town­ 
houses or apartments and 35 per cent 
single-family detached units. 
Although single women appear to 
prefer new residences to existing 
properties, almost 70 per cent ques­ 
tioned by IMIC said they would under­ 
take a renovation job if the house met 
their personal and budgetary require­ 
ments.

Dear Dorothy: We have a problem with cats using our back 
yard. They’ve made a large circle where they have used and dug 
up the ground. We’ve tried ammonia and mothballs and other 
things suggested to us, but nothing works. Heard that a nicotine 
spray keeps away dogs, but can’t find it anywhere. Can you give 
any help? —Mrs. R. Wesley Schneider 


I still have scratch marks from the last time I dared intrude into 
the feline domain. But with help from earnest readers, here I go 
again. There are many reports of success with powdered tobacco 
and dried blood. Both of these have to be used with restraint 
because they’re powerful fertilizers. Nicotine spray apparently 
hasn’t worked with cats. The best reports have come from those 
who covered such areas with prickly rose branches and spiny 
barberry branches. Red pepper also has been suggested. Checked 
this with a kennel owner who said there wasn’t any cause for 
worry that the cats would rub their eyes with the stuff — that they 
lick off anything they don’t like.

I have high blood sugar, but I am not diabetic, maybe borderline. 
I have quit eating sweets, also potatoes. Should I also quit eating 
bread? 


One high sugar (glucose) level does not make a diagnosis. If you 
are overweight you should concentrate on losing fat as your main 
goal. To that end eliminating high calorie sweets is a good idea. 


Bread is an important part of most diets. The usual diabetic can 
eat bread. Even the diabetic, which you say you are not, has a diet 
plan that fits with his treatment. Should he require insulin, the 
amount is geared to his diet, whatever that may be, and his daily 
physical activity or life style. Changing any of these can upset the 
treatment program. This means that most diabetics can and do 
eat bread. You need some whole wheat bread or cereal to provide 
cereal fiber in your diet. 


You should also consider eliminating all the excess fat in your 
diet, particularly if you have a weight problem. In recent years 
diabetic specialists have emphasized that the type of diet needed 
for diabetics is low in fat and cholesterol to help avoid the high 
incidence of heart attacks and vascular disease in diabetics. 


To give you a better idea of thinking about treating diabetes I 
am sending you The Health Letter number 3-11, Diabetes: diag­ 
nosis, Prevention and Management. Others who want this informa­ 
tion can send a long, stamped, self-addressed envelope with 50 
cents for it.

My daughter who is 14 has not started her monthly period. She 
is very concerned because all her girlfriends have. She is small for 
her age, 4 feet IO and weighs 80 pounds. 


She doesn’t want to go to the doctor. Please tell us about men­ 
struation. 


The first thing to do is relax. The onset of menstruation varies 
from ages IO to 16 for most girls. Five per cent do not have 
their first period until between the ages of 16 and 18 and one per 
cent between ages of 18 and 20. 


Climate, habits and hereditary factors are all important in de­ 
termining the onset. Unless your daughter has some definite signs 
of an endocrine deficiency or is not otherwise in good health I 
would recommend ignoring the situation until she is at least 16. 


Sometimes menstruation is delayed because of obesity or more 
often these days from excessive preoccupation about weight, asso­ 
ciated with ill-advised crash and fad diets. 


Just be sure she has a good healthy diet, avoids obesity and 
remains normally active. Nature usually does the rest. So don't 
get upset about it and give nature a chance. 


You may be interested to know that menstruation between the 
ages of 2 and 8, with pregnancy, has been reported occasionally in 
some apparently healthy young girls. In other instances of such 
early menstruation underlying medical problems caused the early 
menstruation.

British ex p ress interest 
in o ld America n q uilts

The common thread of culture 
which binds the United States and 
Britain together is broad enough even 
to cover beds, to judge from a new 
London exhibition. 
“ The American Quilt Tradition,” 
which opened recently, matches 200 
years of American quilts against sim­ 
ilar British examples. 
It’s an instance of a dawning British 
awareness — something Americans 
have long known — that quilts can be 
more than homely, useful objects 
splashed with bright color. 
“ Interest in quilts began to take off 
about 10 years ago,” said Sheila Bet­ 
terton in the new show she organized. 
“ We thought the Bicentennial was a 
perfect occasion to bring them to the 
attention of a wider public. 


COINCIDING WITH the museum 
show, a commercial London art gal­ 
lery is exhibiting the comparatively 
somber quilts made by Amish women 
and offering them for sale at 160 to 
485 pounds ($288 to $875). One of the 
most expensive sold within minutes. 
In addition, a recently published 
book gives new respectability to early 
American quilts by comparing their 
designs with “ Avant garde” 20th cen­ 
tury abstract art. Jean Lipman’s

designs and paintings by artists like 
Victor Vasarely and Briget Riley. 
The Commonwealth Institute exhibi­ 
tion, which runs through Sept. 2, 
stresses quilt patterns which are ech­ 
oed on both sides of the Atlantic. 
Quilts were around for centuries, 
Mrs. Betterton’s catalogue says, be­ 
fore “ the women of North America 
developed them, in ways which had 
never been known before, into a 
unique art form,” 
But in doing so, the earliest Ameri­ 
can needlewomen used fabric made in 
England and produced quilts much 
like English ones of the time. 
“ Even after the War of Indepen­ 
dence,” Mrs. Betterton wrote, “ Eng­ 
land was the source of taste and de­ 
sign for well-to-do Americans,” and 
this went for quilts. 
AM ERICAN 
CONDITIONS, 
how­ 


ever, prompted innovations. 
American women invented the tech­ 
nique of making quilts in individual 
“ blocks” or squares — faster, easier 
and more economical than making a 
coverlet in one piece — because the 
high cost of textiles dictated the use 
of small scraps. 
Patterns were borrowed from Eng­ 
land but also moved across the ocean 
the other way. Similar designs in Brit­ 
ish and American quilts hang side by 
side in the show. 


“ ONE OF THE fascinating things 
about quilts is that every one seems 
to have a story connected to it,” Mrs. 
Betterton said. “ I’ve included some of 
these stories in the catalogue. 
“ That fan quilt, for instance, has a 
rather poignant tale.” She pointed to 
a black satin quilt appliqued with 
brilliant silks, brocades and satins in 
fan patterns. 
“ See the initials in the corner — 
R.B.W . 
Rachel Boone Wintersteen 
made this quilt in 1900 for her hope 
chest,” Mrs. Betterton said. “ She was 
a Quaker, and wanted to marry a 
man of another religion. 
“ This was not allowed, and Rachel 
never married. So this quilt stayed in 
her hope chest and has never been 
used.”

British express interest 
in old American quilts 


by GREGORY JENSEN 


The common thread of 
culture 
which binds the United States and 
Britain together is broad enough even 
to cover beds, to judge from a new 
London exhibition. 
“ The American Quilt Tradition,” 
which opened recently, matches 200 
years of American quilts against sim­ 
ilar British examples. 
It’s an instance of a dawning British 
awareness — something Americans 
have long known — that quilts can be 
more than homely, useful objects 
splashed with bright color. 
“ Interest in quilts began to take off 
about IO years ago,” said Sheila Bet­ 
terton in the new show she organized. 
“ We thought the Bicentennial was a 
perfect occasion to bring them to the 
attention of a wider public. 


COINCIDING WITH the museum 
show, a commercial London art gal­ 
lery is exhibiting the comparatively 
somber quilts made by Amish women 
and offering them for sale at 160 to 
485 pounds ($288 to $875). One of the 
most expensive sold within minutes. 
In addition, a recently published 
book gives new respectability to early 
American quilts by comparing their 
designs with “ Avant garde” 20th cen­ 
tury abstract art. Jean Lipman’s

markable similarities between quilt 
designs and paintings by artists like 
Victor Vasarely and Briget Riley. 
The Commonwealth Institute exhibi­ 
tion, which runs through Sept. 2, 
stresses quilt patterns which are ech­ 
oed on both sides of the Atlantic. 
Quilts were around for centuries, 
Mrs. Betterton’s catalogue says, be­ 
fore “ the women of North America 
developed them, in ways which had 
never been known before, into a 
unique art form.” 
But in doing so, the earliest Ameri­ 
can needlewomen used fabric made in 
England and produced quilts much 
like English ones of the time. 
“ Even after the War of Indepen­ 
dence,” Mrs. Betterton wrote, “ Eng­ 
land was the source of taste and de­ 
sign for well-to-do Americans,” and 
this went for quilts. 
AMERICAN 
CONDITIONS, 
how­ 


ever, prompted innovations. 
American women invented the tech­ 
nique of making quilts in individual 
“ blocks” or squares — faster, easier 
and more economical than making a 
coverlet in one piece — because the 
high cost of textiles dictated the use 
of small scraps. 
Patterns were borrowed from Eng­ 
land but also moved across the ocean 
the other way. Similar designs in Brit­ 
ish and American quilts hang side by 
side in the show. 


“ ONE OF THE fascinating things 
about quilts is that every one seems 
to have a story connected to it,” Mrs. 
Betterton said. “ I’ve included some of 
these stories in the catalogue. 
“ That fan quilt, for instance, has a 
rather poignant tale.” She pointed to 
a black satin quilt appliqued with 
brilliant silks, brocades and satins in 
fan patterns. 
“ See the initials in the corner — 
R.B.W. 
Rachel Boone 
Wintersteen 
made this quilt in 1900 for her hope 
chest,” Mrs. Betterton said. “ She was 
a Quaker, and wanted to marry a 
man of another religion. 
“ This was not allowed, and Rachel 
never married. So this quilt stayed in 
her hope chest and has never been 
used.”

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Colts blast owner, 


ask coach’s rehiring 


BALTIMORE — The Baltimore Colt players said Monday the 
club’s front office “completely destroyed this team’’ and criticized 
owner Robert Irsay and General Manager Joe Thomas for forcing 
the resignation of Coach Ted Marchibroda. 


Quarterback Bert Jones, reading a statement following a 90- 
minute players’ meeting, said Irsay and Thomas “forced Ted 
Marchibroda to resign. They were severely wrong in this and it is 
tremendously unfair to Ted, this town and the team.” 


The team later met with Thomas in a 2^-hour session in which 
they demanded that Marchibroda be rehired. After the meeting, 
Jones said, “Right now, it’s kind of up in the air.” 


Thomas declined to talk to reporters after the meeting, but is­ 
sued a statement saying he hoped to have the “position of head 
coach resolved by Tuesday evening.” 


Jones said Thomas and Irsay “have completely destroyed this 
team by forcing Ted Marchibroda out the week of the first league 
game. I’m not sure anyone could put this team back together after 
this arbitrary action of the front office.” 


Marchibroda resigned Sunday after a 
hour meeting in Mil­ 
waukee with Thomas and Irsay. Machibroda, who led a team 
that finished 2-12 in 1974 to a 104 record and the playoffs last 
year, said he quit because of front office meddling. 


The last straw In the bickering was apparently Thursday night 
when Marchibroda and the owner clashed in the locker room after 
the Colts’ fourth straight preseason loss, 24-9 to Detroit. The Colts 
finished the exhibition season with a 2-4 record, but were picked to 
repeat as champions of the American Football Cdnference’s East­ 
ern Division. 


Irsay stormed into the dressing room, upbraided the team and 
suggested he was not happy with Marchibroda. Marchibroda said 
later that he might resign because, “I can’t continue under these 
circumstances.” 


Pardee cautious on Bears* chances 


Chicago Bears’ Coach Jack Pardee, whose team posted its best 
exhibition season in 16 years, couldn’t predict Monday whether the 
5-1 record meant the Bears would have their best team in 16 
years. 


“We’ll have to get into the season to determine that,” he said. 
“After we’ve played five or six games, I’ll tell you. Right now 
we’re thinking only about Detroit, and we’re real excited about 
that.” 


The Bears open the regular season in Soldier Field Sunday 
against the Lions, whom Pardee described as “a fine team.” 


The Bears, he said, will be different than last year. For one 
thing, he anticipated more reliance on plays called from the bench 
and less on audibles. 


But he refused to rule out audibles completely, leaving it to 
quarterbacks Bob Avellini or Virgil Carter whether to change the 
play at the line of scrimmage. 


“It depends on the defense,” he said, “and we’d rather run the 
play called in the huddle than change at the line. Ninety per cent 
of your mistakes come on audibles, and if you make mistakes, you 
lose. 


“We’re able to call audibles, but we expect to get the best play 
in the huddle. It will be the best play if you block right, and I’d 
rather take a chance on running a play right against a 
defense 
than try to put in a new play at the line.” 


Pardee anticipated his quarterback might sneak the ball more 
this year than last, since he believed his starting guards, Revie 
Sorey and Noah Jackson, were much improved. 


He said he was “not alarmed” because the Bears’ offense has 
scored only IO and nine points in the last two games because “I’ve 
been looking at the players. 


“From now on we won’t be doing that. If we’re down on the five 
yard line, you’ll see Roland Harper and Walter Payton in there. 
We should have and could have scored 21 points against Washing­ 
ton.” 


Pardee said during the preseason games, he was pleased “with 
the development of the secondary. 
I 


“The opponents only completed two touchdown passes in six 
games,” he said, “and Allan Ellis and Virgil Livers played all the 
time and played well. Even with the glaring weakness in depth, it 
made ballplayers out of them. 


“Then I’ve been pleased with our linebackers. Waymond Bryant 
has had a great season and I think he’ll be one of the best outside 
linebackers in the league.” 


The problems at tight end also diminished, he said, with Bob 
Parsons, the starter, “blocking as well as any tight end in foot­ 
ball,” and Greg Latta developing into a solid replacement. 


Big names go in NFL roster cuts 


Several big names in pro football bit the proverbial dust Monday 
as National Football League squads pared their rosters down to 
the 43-player limit. 


Pittsburgh backup quarterback Terry Hanratty, veteran Min­ 
nesota running back Dave Osborn, Cleveland veteran receiver Milt 
Morin and Dallas bad-boy Duane Thomas were just some of a 
number of players waived Monday. 
The trade mart was active also as teams hurried to fill gaps for 
Sunday openers of the regular NFL season. 
Veteran quarterback Bill Munson of Detroit was traded to 
Seattle for an undisclosed draft choice. Dallas traded their leading 
scorer of last season, kicker Toni Fritseh to San Diego for a draft 
choice. 
Another notable cut was that of John Matusak, a 6-8, 260-pound 
defensive end recently acquired by Washington from Kansas City. 
Hanratty, used sparingly in seven seasons as a Steelers backup 
signal caller, was apparently eased out by rookie Mike Kruczek, a 
second round draft choice from Boston College. 
Osborn, 33, gained 4,320 yards in his career with the Vikings. He 
also caught 173 passes for 1,412 yards. His best season was in 1967 
when he rushed for 972 yards.

Waivers with no recall were asked on cornerbacks Mike Morgan 
and Henry Laws, wide receiver Bob Grim, running backs Tom 
Donchez and John O'Leary, tight end Gary Butler and guard Bob 
Newton.
